FIGHT CONSTTTUTION 
AS NOW DRAWN UP 


Want Some Kind of League 
But Think Present Plan 
Needs Modifications

6.— Th* 
nation-wide 
campaign of the '‘sen­ 
ate 37” against the league of nations 
constitution begins in New York to­ 
night. 
Senator Borah, leader of the op­ 
position, will speak before the 
So­ 
ciety of Arts and Sciences there. On 
Saturday he will speak 
in 
Boston. 
Borah's speeches are the first of a 
series to be made in practically every 
state in opposition to the provisions 
of the league constitution as drafted 
in Paris. 
Every senator who 
joins 
in 
the 
campaign with the 
possible 
excep­ 
tion of Borah plans to make it plain 
to his audience that it is not a league 
of nations he is opposed to but this 
league as outlined in 
the 
tentative 
constitution. 
^ 
Borah is opposed to any league on 
♦ he ground that it ii America’s busi­ 
ness to stay out of permanent alliances 
with foreign nations. 
Other senators 
who signed the "round robin” present- ' 
ed to the senate by Senator Lodge 
favor a world organization upon some ! 
basis which will make impossible Eu- J 
ropean interference with the Monroe ( 
Doctrine. American commercial inter- j 
ests anil American sovereignty. Most 
of them think such a league can be ; 
formed. 
They are willing to accept i 
the present constitution as the basis 
for its organization. What they insist 
on is modification of that constitution 
to meet objections, they point out 
They will emphasize to the country 
in the next few weeks this one point, 
many of them said today: 
“President Wilson is trying to force 
on the United States his league of na­ 
tions. 
We favor a peace league but 
it is our right to point out and your 
duty to study the dangers that lurk 
in the porposal as submitted." 
There is no disposition to attack 
President Wilson except by pointing 
out that lie, while inviting discussion, 
stated just 
before

to 
France that the constitution did not 
need amendment. 
Tho whole campaign is based. Re­ 
publicans said, on the point above 
outlined, with these additional ones: 
That the sponsors of the proposed 
league have no more authority for de­ 
claring the league will not interfere 
with the Monroe Doctrine and Ameri­ 
can rights than its opponents have for 
asserting it will interfere. 
President Wilson had every reason 
for this provision but 
in 
his 
two 
speeches in this country and in his 
talk with congressmen he did not re­ 
veal one of the reasons.

Omaha Managers Say Price 
Will Drop Rf Near Fu­ 
ture; Others Differ 


CHICAGO, Mar. 6.—The balloon has 
been cut loos#, according to experta 
today, commenting on the unfixed hog 
price. 
Packing houae officials said 
they expected immediate advance in 
live hog prices far in excess of the 
$20 record set last winter. 
“Prices will be up for two or three 
years to come,” said F. AV. Waddell, 
head of Armour & Company’s pork 
and provision 
department. 
"Lifting 
of the embargo on pork exports, 
of 
course) opens much 
new 
territory. 
There isn’t enough ‘pork on hand to 
meet this demand. 
v 
“The live hog supply in this coun­ 
try is almost exhausted. 
The farmer 
rushed his hogs to market while the 
food administration had a fixed price 
for his animals ” 
Live hog prices have advanced in 
the last week in ’he belief that no 
price would be fixed. 
Grains, slowed up in a nervous mar­ 
ket here, wore expected to react to­ 
day to the hog price announcement. 
Sharp prices were predicted from the 
opening of the markets Charges that 
the farmer, sure of a high price for 
wheat, has neglected corn, necessary 
adjunct to the pork business, 
were 
made by meat experts. 
Unofficially some 
startlingly high 
prices were named as possible records 
for both grains and meats. 


OMAHA, Neb., Mar. 6.—Local pack­ 
ers disagree with the local price com­ 
mission that the price of hogs will 
rise now that the government price 
fixing is at an end. 
Both M. R. Murphy, general mana­ 
ger for Cudahy, and R. C. Howe, man­ 
ager for Armour & Company here, be­ 
lieve prices will drop in the 
near 
future. They point out that the yield 
of hogs 
this 
season 
has been the 
greatest in history and say there are 
many hogs still on the farms in this 
vicinity because of car shortages and 
embargoes on various yards. 
Other livestock men at South Oma­ 
ha yards say they expect hogs to go 
as low as twelve cents shortly.

French Government Opens 
Markets, Expects Reduc­ 
tion In Prices 40 Pct.

PARIS, Mar. 6.—The French 
gov­ 
ernment started an offensive against 
profiteering today with the expecta­ 
tion of lowering the cost of living in 
Paris 40 per cent within a fortnight. 
Fifteen largo sheds located in vari­ 
ous public squares were opened for 
the sale of government controlled pro­ 
visions. More will be oi>ened as soon 
aa possible. These supplies consist 
principally of food bought from inter­ 
allied commissions already in exist­ 
ence. 
The state will transport them 
from ports to the selling places by 
special train. 
The 
government 
ex­ 
pects price reduction of other com­ 
modities through indirect compression. 
The model scientific ration for an 
average man as worked out by the in­ 
ter-allied commission at present costs 
65 cents a day in Paris; 42 cents in 
New York and 35 cents in 
London. 
Under the new government sales sys­ 
tem the cost will be only 39 cents a 
day here. 
If the Paris experiment is 
successful, food will be sent to other 
towns to be retailed, subject to state 
control. 
The ministry of food supplies also 
is arranging a system of workmen’s 
restaurants in Paris capable of serv­ 
ing 400,000 meals a 
day. 
Charges 
will he reduced 30 per cent by obtain­ 
ing the principal supplies direct from 
the government. Three hundred thou­ 
sand tons of provisions 
have

brought to Paris within the last five 
days.

forces used poison gas, aerial bombs 
and artillery and were reported to bo 
prepared to use liquid fire.

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IH E HOPE OF THE WORLD. 


The action of the Santa Ana Cham­ 
ber of Commerce last night endors­ 
ing the League of Rations principle, 
Is in harmonious line with the thought 
that Congress, the President and the 
World, should be informed as to the 
sentiment of the Country on this Ti* 
tally important matter. Civic organ­ 
isations everywhere should go on rec­ 
eiver for or against the League 
they should take a stand. 
The League of Nations as a device 
to preserve peace, lighten the world’s 
burdens and promote better co-opera­ 
tion among nations was essentially an 
American idea. It has been accepted 
by the Paris peace conference against 
the personal inclination of many of 
the foreign statesmen, half out of def­ 
erence to America and half because 
their own people demanded it. 
The 
conference has accepted the plan in 
tbs belief that the same great nation 
that proposed it—the most powerful 
nation in the world today—stood 
ready to uphold the League. 
Impractical as it has 
seemed 
to 
some of them, they are convinced that 
it will work on this one imperative 
condition—that America guarantees it. 
For having seen the miracle we per­ 
formed in the war, they believe that 
our will and power are capable of 
continued miracles. 
All foreign statesmen, therefore, are 
watching America today with eager­ 
ness and anxiety. 
They have done 
their part in this great enterprise; 
they are waiting to see whether we 
will do ours. They have taken it for 
granted that the 
American 
people 
were in earnest about setting up an 
organization to abolish war. 
They 
have believed it in spite of discordant 
voices raised in the halls of Congress 
and in some American newspapers. 
But they want to be sure. 
They 
want conclusive evidence that the op­ 
ponents of a League of Nations in the 
Vnited States Senate and elsewhere 
represent only a small and ineffective 
minority of the nation, and cannot in­ 
terfere with the ratification and loyal 
support of the plan when it is for­ 
mally completed. 
There is only one way to give that 
assurance. 
It is for the American 
public to register its will in unmis­ 
takable language, in every community 
and at the capitol in Washington. Ob­ 
structive Senators and Representa­ 
tives will not resist a tidal wave; 
neither will obstructive editors. 
It rests, then, with 
every 
good 
American, man or woman, to clinch 
the victory and vindicate the honor 
of the United States. Let the nation 
epeak so clearly that there can be no 
mistake, at home or abroad. 
'•lf America were at this juncture 
to fail the world,” asks President Wil­ 
son, "what would come of it?” And 
he gives the inevitable answer: 
“America is the hope of the world, 
and if she does not justify that hope 
the results are unthinkable.” 


barb forgotten that the Monroe Doc­ 
trine ie not aft instrument of aggres­ 
sion, guaranteeing that we may have 
our will with the weaker states of the 
American continents, hut a policy de­ 
signed to insure the integrity and in­ 
dependence of our sister American 
states.

Simple and Economic Solu­ 
tion of the Fertilizer Prob­ 
lem For Orange Growers 


Diversified farming, in which live­ 
stock la raised, is the only form of pet 
manent agriculture. 
When crops sri 
raised and continuously shipped away 
from the land no provision is made 
for the maintenance of its fertility. 
But when they ane fed to livestock 
the manure received, if properly used, 
takes care of this problem. Specialized 
farming, In which livestock raising 
has no part, has aunty drawback#, but 
chief among them is the fact already 
mentioned that under this system, the 
problem , of maintaining soil fertility 
becomes increasingly more pressing. 
Citrus orcharding 
is 
probably as 
highly specialized an agricultural in 
dustry as exhits anywhere on a large 
scale. The returns per acta make It 
possible to make money on high-priqed 
land and with expensive water. 
Th* 
greatest limiting factor to the further 
extension of citrus growing in South­ 
ern California is the scarcity of water. 
Scarcity of water .has made .it expea 
sive. 
Livestock cannot be raised in 
any extensive way in connection with 
citrus orchards, first on account of 
the high price of the land, and sec 
ond, because water is too expensive 
to hoe for the raising of livestock feed. 
A citrus grower can afford to pay thir­ 
ty or forty dollars an acre a yea* for 
water because hie return* par aer* 
Justify it, But hot so with the alfalfa 
grower 
He Buist have cheap water 
and relatively cheep land, » And for 
the successful; raising of livestock in 
California alfalfa is practically a ne 
ces Hit?. 
• 
- 
Still, citrus orchards most be, fer­ 
tilized, and especially do they require 
organic matter of a readily decayable 
nature. Covercrops can be grown on 
a part of the younger acreage. Bean 
straw can be purchased in some years 
but the supply ig uncertain and the 
price is based on the feed stuff mar­ 
ket. Stable manure is available for a 
certain acreage, but the supply falls 
far short of the demand and will cer­ 
tainly not increase in anything like 
the same ratio as the requirements of 
the trees. 
What is to be done? The whole fu­ 
ture of the citrus industry is bound 
up in this question, which is already 
being discussed 
by 
many growers. 
The only answer is, to diversify our 
citrus orcharding in some manner, so 
that manure or organic matter is pro­ 
duced as a by-product, to be applied 
th the trees. 
. 
,, .. 
Ome °f the most promising, In fact 
the only means of /accomplishing such 
Av diversification seems , to 
lie 
in a 
combination of citrus orcharding with 
poultry raising. 
If confined, and all 
the fertilizer is recovered, one fowl 
will produce some hundred pounds of 
droppings and litter in a year, which 
Is ample fertilizer for one citrus tree. 
This amount of_ chicken manure will 
contain approximately m much nitro­ 
gen a# twelve Hounds of nitrate of 
1 and in.addition furnishes * large 
amount of readily decayable organic 
matter. 
One man could probably cora for a 
ten-acre unit doing oil the work, both 
poultry and orchard. Th* fowl# should 
probably, bo confined so that all drop 
pings would be recovered, aa well a* 
ta ,prevent scratching in of irrigation 
farrows and tho like. 
a half acre ta 
plenty for a thousand birds and the 
extra amount of w ater required is al­ 
most negligible. 
The advantage* to tbte system of, 
divorstfytng citrus orcharding are: 
I- it does not mean any radical 
change in land values or water crates 
which would upset th* whole system 
of agricultural economics. 
2. It requires but a small amount of 
additional land to provide for the fer-{ 
tw ier requirements of tho trees. 
%ft. A relatively small amount of ad­ 
ditional capital and labor ar* neces­ 
sary to go into the poultry business.

;e Committees Recom­ 
mend Building for Union 
High School District 


ORANGE, 
Mar. 6.—Recommending 
to the high school board of trustees 
the calling of a bond issue for $150,- 
OOO, with which to build the Soldiers’ 
and Sailors’ Memorial, the commit­ 
tee and the high school board took ac­ 
tion which, it'is hoped, will result in 
the calling of the bond election the 
present mouth. 
The recommendation came after va­ 
rious sub-committers working on the 
project, had submitted reports and an 
architect’s estim ates on the cost of con­ 
struction had been 
received. 
While 
estim ates on the cost of the project 
run somewhat over the amount, called 
for, the committee believed that by 
the exercise of care and the cutting 
down of some of the plans, a splendid 
memorial can be constructed 
within 
the proixjsed bond issue. 
Outstanding features of the memori­ 
al plan are an auditorium with seat­ 
ing capacity of about 2000; a gymnasi­ 
um large enough to accommodate the 
nerds of the community; a swimming 
pool; a kitchen and dining 
room; 
a 
pipe organ for the assembly auditori­ 
um. and a number of additional class 
rooms for the use of the school dis­ 
trict. 
Reports were submitted on probable 
cost of assembly hall, swimming pool, 
gymnasium and of sites for the new 
buildings by various committees which 
have been working on these details. 
; E. R. Jeffrey, a Los Angeles architect, 
; submitted a preliminary estim ate of 
' the cost of the entire project. 
A special meeting of 
the 
school 
board will be held Thursday evening, 
at which action will% e taken on the 
recommendation of the Memorial com­ 
mittee. 
If the school board decides 
to call for the bond issue, it will 
be 
possible to call the election 
on

dote oJ the school election, the last 
of the present month. 
W ith the entire school district uni­ 
ted, apparently, in support of the pro­ 
ject for a great patriotic 
memorial, 
members of the Memorial committee 
I arc optimistic for the success of the 
bond issue. 
It is pointed out that, while there 
is a great tendency in the nation to 
make memorials of a practical kind, 
so far as is known, Orange has made 
mote progress toward actual realiza­ 
tion of the idea than any other com­ 
m u n it y , and bids fair to be the first 
in the county to honor its service men 
with such a tribute.
